Fortnight for Freedom: June 21 - July 4 

The U.S. bishops have called for a second Fortnight for Freedom, a two- 
week period of prayer and action, to address several current challenges to 
religious liberty. I urge you to be informed about the issues. The USCCB 
offers a list of specific threats to religious liberty at www.usccb.org/issues- 
and-action/religious-liberty/current-threats-to-religious-libertv.cfm . These 

include: 

• August 1, 2013 deadline for religious organizations to comply with 
the HHS mandate. 

• Supreme Court rulings that could attempt to redefine marriage in 
June. 

• Religious liberty concerns regarding immigration and 
humanitarian services. 

Catholic colleges and hospitals have refused to comply with the federal 
contraception mandate (the "HHS mandate") and have filed suit against the 
federal government. Meanwhile, for-profit business owners have filed their 
own lawsuits. 

In addition, soon the U.S. Supreme Court will offer a ruling on two 
cases regarding marriage. By the end of June, the high court is expected to 
issue its rulings on the constitutionality of the Defense of Marriage Act 
(DOMA), which defines marriage, for the purposes of federal law, as a union 
of one man and one woman, and Proposition 8, the California voter initiative 
that effectively barred same-sex "marriage" in that state. 

I wonder how many people understand the consequences of this 
legislation. Hillary Byrnes, the staff attorney for the U.S. bishops' Ad Hoc 
Committee on Religious Liberty, recently said, "We have religious-liberty 
concerns in the area of marriage. We are trying to educate people in the pews 
about the closing of foster care and adoption services in Illinois, Boston, San 
Francisco and Washington, D.C., because of the erosion of marriage." 

Please pray for our nation and its leaders. Bishop Gruss has asked 
that parishes offer special prayers during the Fortnight for Freedom. The 
two Wednesdays of adoration that fall within this time (June 26 and July 3) 
will be focused on praying for respect for religious liberties. 

As we celebrate Father's Day this weekend, the challenges to the 
definition of marriage threaten the role of a father in society. We are aware 
of how much a good father contributes to family life. So many of us have 
been blessed by fathers who faithfully guided our lives. Yet, we are sadly 
aware of how the absence of fathers can confuse his children or weaken their 
sense of self-esteem. May the Lord strengthen our fathers to be men of 
faithful love for their families and heal any fatherly relationships that need 
mending among us.
